A double stab attack outside KFC 
in Worcester Park left two men in 
hospital and residents waking up 
to a blood-splattered street. 

Two men, aged 19 and 20, were 
left needing hospital treatment fol¬ 
lowing the 6am street attack on 
Saturday, November 29, that 
spilled across the road. 

The men were said to have been 
in a stable condition after being 


stabbed in the legs during the 
attack. 

Witnesses said a knife could be 
seen lying on the ground beyond a 
cordoned-off area by the bus stop 
opposite the railway station in 
Central Road. 

Metropolitan Police declined to 
confirm this, but said that the 
search for a weapon formed part of 
its investigation. 

Another witness said “pools of 
blood” were on the ground and an 
abandoned medical kit could still 
be seen on the floor outside the 
KFC hours after the attack, leaving

shocked residents airing their dis¬ 
may on Twitter. 

Jay Bateman under the user- 
name @Jayl885Bateman said: 
“Two people stabbed at Worcester 
Park KFC. This area is getting 
worse and worse.” 

LSC under the username @miss- 
Louise96 said: “Can’t believe there 
were two stabbings outside KFC in 
Worcester Park...So close to home 
as well.” 

Frank, username @FrankMulc- 
ahy, said: “How were two people 
getting stabbed outside KFC in 
Worcester Park, what is this man?” 


Both the restaurant and the 
bus stop were cordoned off by 
police, who remained stationed 
at the crime scene while forensic 
officers combed the area for 
evidence. 

Two men were arrested in con¬ 
nection with the stabbings al¬ 
though one was later released 
without charge. 

The other, who police referred to 
as “A”, was released on bail until 
January. 

The two victims were taken to a 
south London hospital and sent 
home on Monday, December 1.

Fairfield pave plans 
are not yet concrete

Kingston Council leader Coun¬ 
cillor Kevin Davis has accused 
MP Edward Davey of “scare- 
mongering” after proposals to 
pave over part of Fairfield 
recreation ground were includ¬ 
ed in a town centre redevelop¬ 
ment document. 

The Kingston and Surbiton 
MP raised concerns over the 
plans, set out in the Eden Quar¬ 
ter consultation brief, that sug¬ 
gests concreting over the corner 
of the green space in front of 
Kingston library. 

The draft report, part of the 
Kingston Futures redevelop¬ 
ment programme, says the new 
space could be used for events 
and the Monday Market - cur¬ 
rently held in the Cattle Market 
car park. 

Mr Davey said: “I was gobs¬ 
macked when I saw it. 

“Why would you want to pave 
over the Fairfield? 

“People will be shocked - 
that’s an area where we have 
festivals like the May 
Merrie. This is an attack not 
just on our precious green 
spaces, but on a traditional icon¬ 
ic part of our town.” 

A Liberal Democrat petition 
against the proposals has so 
far gathered more than 100 
signatures. 

But Coun Davis insisted the 
Fairfield “will always be green”. 

And he took a swipe at the Lib¬ 
eral Democrat MP, by accusing 
him of scare tactics ahead of 
next year’s general election. 

Coun Davis, who stood unsuc- 
cessfuly against Mr Davey in 


2005, tweeted: “Must be election 
coming as Ed Davey starts 
scaremongering campaigns on 
Fairfield and recycling. 

“Lib Dems tell lies, people will 
not forget.” 

The tweet is in reference to Mr 
Davey’s Save Kingston Hospital 
campaign of 2010, when the Lib 
Dems claimed the then-Labour 
Government had secret plans to 
close A&E and maternity ser¬ 
vices after that year’s general 
election. 

Liberal Democrat activist Dan 
Falchikov was later overheard 
on a train claiming to have 
“planted” the story to win votes 
by Daily Mirror political editor 
Kevin McGuire. 

Speaking to the Kingston 


Guardian, Coun Davis said: 
“There will always be the Fair- 
field - it will always be green. It 
is not going to go. There is no in¬ 
terest to cover up the Fairfield - 
that will never happen. 

“There is a proposal to tidy up 
the corner of it. It is a very 
small area. 

“It is a proposal, but nothing is 
decided.” 

The Eden Quarter develop¬ 
ment brief includes plans for 
Eden Walk, the Old Post Office 
and Old London Road.

Street brawl trial starts

A warring group stopped traf¬ 
fic as they fought with poles, 
sticks and belts in the middle 
of Kingston town centre dur¬ 
ing rush hour, a court has 
heard. 

Four men and a woman each 
stand charged with one count 
of affray following the vio¬ 
lence in Clarence Street on 
Tuesday, April 15, this year. 

Natalia Connelly, 35, of East 
Road, Kingston, Jerome 
Crooks, 23, of Thornton 
Heath, Craig Jones, 25, Scott 
Mills-Jones, 27, both of 
Chelsea Close, Hampton Hill, 
and Jason Mayo, 29, of Field¬ 
ing Avenue, Twickenham, all 
appeared at Kingston Crown 


Court for the start of their 
trial on Tuesday, December 2. 

Prosecutor Martin Hooper 
said: “It was about half past 
five in Kingston town centre. 

“At that time of the day, the 
town centre near the train sta¬ 
tion was very busy.” 

Mr Hooper said an off-duty 
police officer saw the fight 
break out and contacted his 
colleagues. 

Mr Hooper said: “He [the of¬ 
ficer] saw the groups attack¬ 
ing each other with poles. 
They were outside Pizza Hut 
and Headmasters hair salon.” 

Jurors watched a 14-minute 
CCTV clip of the fight that 
showed the group running, 
shouting and stopping traffic 
at the pedestrian crossing out¬ 
side Pizza Hut. 

The court heard how when 
questioned by police, Mr 


Crooks said he and an uniden¬ 
tified man had started a con¬ 
versation with two women, 
one of whom was Miss Con¬ 
nelly, before some men ar¬ 
rived and threatened them. 

Mr Hooper said: “He walked 
away, but they tried to pursue 
him. He got punched, some¬ 
body threw a pole at him and 
he picked that pole up and 
chased them. 

“He accepts he was angry. 
He said he wanted to intimi¬ 
date the other men rather 
than hit them.” 

In a police statement, Mr 
Mills-Jones said the fight had 
started after two black men 
were rude to Miss Connelly 
and he was hit on the head 
with a belt being swung 
around by one of these men. 

Mr Mills-Jones was taken to 
hospital for a head injury 


before he was arrested. 

Giving evidence from behind 
a screen, Connor Scanlon, a 
receptionist at a hairdressers 
in Clarence Street, said: “A 
group of men started fighting 
with poles or sticks. There 
was five that I could see - two 
black, three white. 

“The black guys were just 
like ‘Just leave it’. They obvi¬ 
ously did not want anything to 
do with it.” 

Mr Hooper said: “The prose¬ 
cution say that whatever the 
case was, whatever the situa¬ 
tion was or the provocation, 
all these defendants and the 
others that remain unidenti¬ 
fied were using violence that 
was unnecessary therefore 
unlawful and that makes them 
guilty of affray.” 

The trial is expected to last 
two weeks.

Protection plans for 110 children 


At least 110 vulnerable children have been 
put on child protection plans in Kingston 
this year. 

Achieving for Children, the borough’s 
children’s service, has also put 13 unborn 
babies on such plans this year, a Freedom 
of Information request revealed. 

This newspaper asked for the number of 
children put on child protection plans in 
Kingston in the past three financial years 
and this year, up to October 30. 

In the previous financial year, from 2013 
to 2014, at least 120 children (unborn to 
age 17) were put on child protection plans 
for their safety. 

In the year before that, at least 163 chil¬ 
dren were on protection plans, while in 


the year 2011 to 2012 this number was 
lower at 90. 

The exact number of children within a 
given age group cannot be revealed if 
there are five or fewer, as officers fear this 
may identify children, the council said. 

A spokesman from Achieving for Chil¬ 
dren said: “Kingston does not report the 
exact figures of children where the num¬ 
ber is five or below to protect their confi¬ 
dentiality and minimise the possible 
identification of children, hence “less 
than five” has been used. Kingston follows 
the same guidelines applied nationally by 
the Department for Education when they 
release their statistical publications that 
look at local authority level data.”

Households may have to wait two 
weeks to discard their unwanted 
paper and cans, if Kingston 
Council agrees a new, money¬ 
saving waste management plan. 

The borough’s weekly recy¬ 
cling collection could switch to 
alternate weeks for paper and 
tin, if the authority agrees a new 
deal with current contractors 
Veolia. 

It would save the council £4.2m 
over seven years, and is current¬ 
ly the preferred option as the au¬ 
thority looks to reprocure its 
waste management contract. 

But Liberal Democrats have ex¬ 
pressed concerns. 

Councillor Hilary Gander, op¬ 
position lead member for envi¬ 
ronment, said: “For some 
residents, going to fortnightly 
collections will be a disincentive. 

“I am concerned about storage 
too. The Tory scheme will intro¬ 
duce an additional wheelie bin to 
store paper and card for a fort¬ 
night, but glass, cans and plas¬ 
tics will still be in green boxes, 
which will be overflowing unless 
you have storage space for even 
more green boxes. 

“This will all be a big problem

for smaller properties.” 

Lib Dem leader Councillor Liz 
Green said: “This is where Lib 
Dem policy differs greatly from 
Tory policy. Our environmental 
priorities to redirect rubbish 
from landfill and help residents 
recycle more saved money in 
landfill charges. 

“We believe it is important 
Kingston Council continues to 
collect all recycling every week.” 

Councillor David Cunning¬ 
ham, lead member for environ¬ 
ment and transport, said keeping 
Veolia would be the “sensible 
decision”. 

He said: “We thought we were 
getting a better deal by negotiat¬ 
ing a deal with the existing con¬ 
tractor. There is no guarantee 
that we would be able to do any¬ 
thing better. 

“We expect people to have 


strong views because it is affect¬ 
ing everyone. 

“There is more weight in the 
paper, but the tins have got a 
greater volume than paper so it 
could mean that people may 
need an extra box for the tins. 

“There might be some excep¬ 
tions and we might review a dif¬ 
ferent scheme for individual 
roads if we need to.” 

If the contract is agreed, 
changes will not come into effect 
until January 2016. 

Other options include alterna¬ 
tive waste management compa¬ 
nies or working on a joint service 
with the South West London 
Waste Authority, which includes 
Croydon, Sutton and Merton. 

A decision will be made at the 
Policy and Finance Committee 
tonight, December 4.

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Child services ‘lackadaisical’

The woman who blew the 
whistle on Kingston Council’s 
children’s social services in 
the aftermath of Charito 
Cruz’s murder trial has criti¬ 
cised the department by call¬ 
ing it “lackadaisical and 
irresponsible”. 


Olivia Butler, former inter¬ 
im children’s services manag¬ 
er, welcomed last month’s 
domestic homicide review 
into the death of Ms Cruz, who 
was hammered to death by 
her boyfriend in front of their 
infant child in 2011. 

She said: “Kingston was 
complacent about safeguard¬ 
ing children and had been for 
a long time prior to taking up 
my post in October 2010. 

“Problems were buried in 


order to preserve an unfound¬ 
ed reputation for safe services. 
I have not seen such a degree 
of complacency in any other 
council I have worked for.” 

Ms Butler and her interim 
team tried to ban the use of 
“roll back” - the post-facto 
changing of records in the 
council’s case management 
system - but were ignored, she 
said. 

Ms Butler said: “I and my in¬ 
terim management team tried 


for a number of months to 
challenge and improve safe¬ 
guarding procedures and 
practice. 

“But we were frequently ig¬ 
nored by the team managers 
and we were undermined by 
the then director of children’s 
services, Duncan Clarke. 

“I resigned because I was not 
willing to endorse an ap¬ 
proach to safeguarding chil¬ 
dren that was so lackadaisical 
and irresponsible.” 


A council spokesman said: 
“The domestic homicide re¬ 
view’s sole purpose was to get 
to the bottom of the issues 
that arose in 2011 and suggest 
learning and changes to pro¬ 
cesses, all of these have been 
taken on board, along with 
our work after the Ofsted re¬ 
port in 2012. [We have] made a 
commitment to listen to any 
concerns raised by staff at 
whatever level and have an 
open door policy for this.”

Literary legacy of 
cancer schoolboy

The stepmother of a former 
Southborough High School pupil 
who died from cancer has writ¬ 
ten a book about her journey of 
hope, determination and grief. 

For the Love of George is the 
story of Irene Pantziarka and 
her stepson George, who fought 
three different types of cancers 
in his lifetime. 

George had Li Fraumeni syn¬ 
drome, a rare genetic disorder 
that predisposes sufferers to 
cancer. He died in April 2011 
aged 17. 

Mrs Pantziarka became 
George’s stepmother when he 
was just three years old, after his 
biological mother died from can¬ 
cer. It is assumed George inher¬ 
ited Li Fraumeni syndrome from 
her. 

Mrs Pantziarka, who wrote the 
book under her maiden name of 
Irene Kappes, launched the book 
at Southborough’s library last 
week. 

She said: “I found myself driv¬ 
en to write. In the initial stages it 
was therapeutic, but it was par¬ 
ticularly hard editing the book 
because it was like reliving it 
again and again.”

“When we heard about the 
book written by George’s moth¬ 
er, we didn’t hesitate to offer to 
host the book launch; indeed we 
feel truly privileged to be part of 
the ongoing legacy of George.” 

Ex-form tutor Kevin Scales 
said: “George was a lovely young 
man and a true inspiration to all 


his friends in the school. 

“He was bright and clever with 
a great sense of humour. 

“Despite the trials and tribula¬ 
tions that he so often had to go 
through with his ongoing cancer 
treatment - which was often ex¬ 
tremely painful for him - he 
never complained or felt sorry 
for himself. 

“Indeed, he always managed a 
smile for everyone, which made 
us love him all the more.”

Poor consultation 
on waste shake-up 


Kingston Council looks set to 
change our waste and recycling 
collection service. 

It would have been nice to have 
been consulted. 

This service affects every 
household and business in the 
borough. The All in One survey 
was delivered to every property. 

Had the survey been launched 
earlier, it could have included a 
separate consultation letter, with 
an earlier deadline, so as to focus 
on the views of residents. 

Instead, the company engaged 
for research contacted some resi¬ 
dents by phone over the summer. 

Were residents’ associations 
contacted? Why no online 
consultation? 

Apparently, the final sample 


was “statistically representa¬ 
tive” of Kingston’s population. 

Feedback on the proposed 
fortnightly collections on alter¬ 
nate weeks was not generally 
supportive. 

Food waste collections remain 
weekly, but concerns were raised 
about potential hygiene issues 
and the build-up and storage of 
glass, tins and plastics. 

Another wheelie bin will need 
to be accommodated at proper¬ 
ties for paper and cardboard. 
Textiles and batteries will no 
longer be collected. Vehicle num¬ 
bers are expected to be reduced, 
along with costs - although fig¬ 
ures on savings have yet to be 
made publicly available. 

Tough decisions are 


undoubtedly required in the face 
of continuing funding cuts for 
local authorities from central 
Government. 

Kingston residents pay a high 
council tax. Proposed changes to 
important services should be 
publicised so residents are given 
the opportunity to have their say. 

Options have already been dis¬ 
cussed and the committee deci¬ 
sion is waiting to be rubber 
stamped by another. 

The council is reviewing its 
consultation policy. This case, to¬ 
gether with a recent inadequate 
consultation in my local area, re¬ 
inforces my view that the policy 
needs a major shake-up.

Sad side of 
recession 

It would be wrong to speculate 
on what tragic circumstances 
drove two men to throw them¬ 
selves off Eden Walk car park 
over two consecutive days last 
month. 

But these were public acts with 
repercussions for their families, 
the emergency services and 
passersby. 

They are not the first suicides 
to have happened in the town 
centre either. 

Thank goodness the Samari¬ 
tans are there, offering confiden¬ 
tial support to people feeling low. 
But it is right that the whole 
community thinks hard about 
what may be going on. 

The recession has been linked 
with more than 10,000 suicides 
across Europe and North Ameri¬ 
ca between 2008 and 2010, ac¬ 
cording to Oxford’s department 
of sociology. The rate has gone 
up four times among men. 

The study cites job loss, home 
repossession and debt as the 
main factors contributing to the 
rising suicide rate. 

Yet these influences are not 
random acts outside of our col¬ 
lective control - they are the con¬ 
sequences of political choices 
and the reckless practices of our 
financial system. 

The economic impact of the re¬ 
cession has had a clear effect on 
the mental health of many and 
on services providing essential 
support. 

This matters, as studies show 
between 60 and 90 per cent of 
people who commit suicide have 
mental disorders. 

I wonder whether mental 
health services in Kingston are 
given the resources they need?

More new homes built 


October was the strongest 
month for new housing 
registrations since June 2011, 
figures released by NHBC have 
revealed. 

The figures show a total of 
13,950 new homes were 
registered in October (11,151 
private sector; 2,799 public 
sector). The previous highest 
single month for new home 
registrations was in June 2011, 
when 14,565 homes were 
registered. 

October also showed a 10 per 
cent increase in growth 
compared to the same month 
last year when 12,682 new 
homes were registered (9,666 
private sector; 3,016 public 
sector). The rolling quarter 


August to October showed an 
increase of 14 per cent 
compared to the same period 
last year, with a total of 37,140 
new homes (29,341 private 
sector, 7,799 public sector) 
registered across the country 
(32,716 for the same period in 
2013; 24,350 private sector, 

8,366 public sector). 

This represents a 20 per cent 
increase in private sector 
registrations, while public sector 
registrations are down by seven 
percent. 

The strong October figures 
were boosted, in part, by the 
registration of 539 new units 
registered during the third 
phase of the Battersea Power 
Station redevelopment project.

Having lived in Wimbledon 
Chase for six years, Damien - 
who hails from Shannon 
in Ireland - jumped at the 
opportunity to join the 
Royals last year and 
help coach more than 200 
swimmers.

“We’re coming up to Christ¬ 
mas and I’ve told the guys to 
have a couple of days off, for¬ 
get swimming and enjoy 
Christmas.” 

The chances of a swimmer 
hitting the big time on the 


back of their time as a Royal 
remain slim, but that is 
where Damien’s cog theory 
comes in to play. 

He said: “All we can do is 
give the kids the best possible 
start we can, give them the 
training, make them as 
strong as possible and fuel 
their love for the sport. 

“Then we hand them over 
to the universities and let 
them take the swimmers 
on to the next stage of their 
careers. 

“It is like this in most 
sports, we just play our role, 
we’re a small cog among 
many, but we take great pride 
in that.”
